Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-10, 12-23, 25-32 and 34-44 are allowed in hght of the amendment and 
election filed on 8/28/2006. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fail to teach or fairly suggest a portable control, program and/or 
teach terminal provided for the connection to a control unit, wherein a second portion of the 
body of a the terminal has a width which progressively decreases until reaching said area of 
union, which also further comprising a first and second series of keys being positioned each 
along a respective longitudinal side of the second portion, preferably in a substantially 
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symmetrical function to each other. . .in combination with the other features of the claimed 
invention.
